the same as the "knight of the jim- 
my" at this day does. 


Borrowing a little powder from the 


scanty stock of goods thev put it in 
the drill hole and fired it. The door 
of the safe was torn from its hinges 
by the explosion and the contents se- 
cured by the robbers. They then fired 
the building and as it burned down 
the safe fell into the 
river. Some 


gentlemen shortly after the departure 
of the raiders took the safe door out 
of the stream and forwarded it to the 
Smithsonian Institute; where it now 
is, but the safe was too heavy to han- 
dle with their appliances and it re- 
mained in the stream for 28 years 
being in that time carried down dur- 
ing successive freshets a distance of 
three-quarters of a mile. 


Mr. Barker knew the nistory of the 


safe and kept the location of it in his 
mind, only biding a time when he 
should have an opportunely to raise 
it. The opportunity came away back 
in the latter eighties, and he took it 
from the stream, brought r to Newark, 
and removed it to his r-rtdence as 
above stated. It is a very interesting 
relic of the days when the house was 
divided against itself and a brother's 
hand was stained with a brother's 
blood.

he is engaged in orchid buying and 
collecting. 


In Brazil alone there are over 6,000 


varieties of orchids. 
Mr. 
Tuckei 


seeks the locality where the particu- 
lar variety grows which he is desir- 
ous of obtaining and then employs na- 
tive collectors to go after them. They 
grow on forest trees, some of which 
have a height of 150 feet. If the tree 
happens to be too high it is cut down 
and if small they climb them. They 
are brought in, packed in packing 
cases or crates and shipped direct to 
the dealers located all over 
Europe 


and in New York. 


The dealers ship them to florists or 


orchid growers, who plant and culti- 
vate or rather, reproduce them. 
It 


takes_about a year before they bloom 
and~the result is a heautiful flower 
five to six inches in diameter, with 
a crisped or frilled margin of a rich 
magenta purple, bordered with rosy 
lilac. They are becoming more com- 
mon in the larger cities of the East 
and sell from 40 cents to $1.50 each, 
according to the season of the year. 


Oichids are only handled by exper- 


ienced growers, their culture requit- 
ing a great deal of care. If the flow- 
ci comes white and stays white it is 
very -valuable. 
The orchid is a tro- 


pical plant and must have differea; 
temperatures in different seasons, ai- 
so for different varieties. 
They are 


usually reproduced by planting in a 
nsoss ic-servoir of moisture and secure 
their subManee from air and moisture 
exclusively.

Brazil but a great many Englishmen.
